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COURT DECIDES 
FORNEGROES IN

WASHINGTON, May 26 
(UPI) — The Supreme Court 
ruled in three cases today in 
favor of equal rights for Ne- 
groes. 

The nine justices unanimous- 
ly reversed the conviction of a 
Negro for the murder of a| 
white woman in New Orleans. | 
It said the Negroes were de- 
liberately excluded from the 
grand jury. 

The decision may lead to a 
new trial] for Freddie Eubanks, 
who had been condemned to) 
death for the murder of Mrs. | 
Mabel Clarkson, a white 


woman. 

The high court rejected also 
an appeal by New Orleans city 
officials from a federal court 
order throwing out Louisiana 
laws requiring racial segrega- 
tion on streetcars and busses. 

In a third Louisiana case, 
the court rejected an appeal 
by the Orleans parish school 
board against a 1956 school | 
desegregation order. 

Rulings in Union Cases.

This is the third time that 
reactors at Chalk River have 
been shut down because of ac- 
cidents. Atomic Energy of 
Canada said the Saturday acci- 
dent happened when a piece of 
uranium fuel rod caught fire 
after it had been removed from 
the reactor. The reactor had 
been shut down to remove a 
defective rod. Radioactive dust 
was “spread throughout the in- 
terior of the NRU building,” 
the company said.

UNIT ACTWATED 
BY EISENHOWER 


SHIPPINGPORT, Pa., May 
26 (AP)—President Eisenhower 
waved a radioactive 
rod in Washington today and 
215 miles away, in this western 
Pennsylvania community, elec- 
trieity surged from the world’s 
first large-scale completely 
commercial atomic power plant. 

“It is with pride in what

| Some years ago the utiliza- 
tion of nuclear weapons in any 
conflict was viewed as the ex- 
ception. Now, since the massive 
retaliation doctrine and the de- 
velopment of many types of so- 
called tactical nuclear weapons, 
the reverse concept has devel- 
oped. Nuclear weapons are now 
viewed as simply “another 
weapon” which would normally 
be used unless there were ex- 
ceptional circumstances that 
prohibited such use. 

Many officers, however, have 
never accepted this trend, and

|pers, while recognizing the 
danger to United States se- 
curity of nibbling Communism 
or a series of local aggressions, 
‘have never fully defined our

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In our terror of the atom, must 
we bow abjectly before it and cry 
with the Psalmist, “Such knowl- 
edge is too wonderful for me?” 

No. We found out about the 
atom, didn’t we? And discoveries 
—even those which might lead to 
total destruction—can't be “done 
away.” They must be controlled, 
utilized, lived with. 

In the excellent statement of 
the Greater St. Louis Citizens’ 
Committee for Nuclear Informa- 
tion, the principle was reaffirmed 
that “public policies should be 
based on the informed consent of 
our citizens.” “Okay,” reply the 
citizens; then promptly counter 
with Browning's: “Whom shall my 
soul believe?” 

For here comes Dr. Arthur 
Compton—surely no stranger to 
the atom, and a sincere humani- 
tarian if there ever was one—and 
writes to Senator Symington that 
although there is danger in testing 
nuclear weapons, the danger is 
small compared with the greater 
hazard of war. He adds that if 
such a war occurs, atomic weap- 
ons will undoubtedly be used. 

He might go further—knowing 
it better than we do—and add 
that only the insects will have a 
half-way chance of survival. 

In his letter, he refers to the 
fact that many of his colleagues 
on the faculty disagree with his 
attitude favoring continuation of 
bomb-testing. They do; and with 
no loss of respect or friendship on 
either side. 

As a pediatrician, aware of the 
greater avidity of children’s bones 
for strontium-90 which replaces 
same of the calcium in milk as a 
result of “fall-out,” I must join 
with certain other pediatricians in 
urging this as one more reason 
for’ “emergency -cessation” of 
weapons-testing. 

Both now and for decades to 
come, “fall-out” and any other 
misuse of radiant energy is bound 
to add to the incidence of leu- 
kemia and bone-cancer among 
children. That much we know 
already. 

May we not hope that “our fu- 
ture may lay down the law of 
our today?” 

Live and learn? Rather, learn 
and live!

With the House de- 
bate on the Alaskan statehood bill closing 
‘and voting scheduled to start Tuesday, a prac- 
tical demonstration that the United States 
believes in equality and justice for all its citi- 
zens appears to be taking form. 

Let us hope so. It is high time that Con- 
gress applied the adage that “action speaks 
louder than words” to the rapidly growing 
territory to the northwest. Here are 10 good 
reasons why the Alaskan statehood bill ought 
to pass the House this week and the Senate 
soon thereafter. 

First, the people of Alaska want to turn 
their territory into a state. They have voted 
overwhelmingly for it time and again. They 
have adopted a constitution on which a state 
can operate. They have sent by popular elec- 
tion two “Senators” and a “Representative” 
to Congress, under the historic Tennessee 
plan, as evidence of their desire to be full- 
fledged members of the Union. 

Second, the people of the United States 
favor bringing Alaska into the Union. Cross- 
section groups in different parts of the coun- 
try have voted for admission by ratios rang- 
ing all the way from 5 to 1 up to 12 to 1, 
The American people have believed for years 
that their fellow citizens in Alaska ought to 
have the right to vote in national affairs 
and to participate effectively in the work of 
Congress. 

Third, both political parties have promised 
repeatedly in their platforms to work for 
statehood. The most recent time was in 1956 
—less than two years ago. Actually statehood 
for Alaska was first proposed in Congress 
in 1916. 

Fourth, national leaders of both parties are 
for Alaska’s entry into the Union. President 
Eisenhower, Secretary of the Interior Seaton 
and Republican Senate Leader Knowland are 
three of the prominent G.O.P. leaders who are 
for admission, the President declaring himself 
anew only last week. Speaker Rayburn is 
leading the, Democratic forces in the House, 
Adlai E. Stevenson, Democratic standardbear- 
er in 1952 and 1956, has spoken for bringing 
in a new state. 

Fifth, Congress itself favors statehood. 
When the House voted last week on the ques- 
tion of taking up the bill, the division was 217 
for considering it to 172 opposed. Had the

Eighth, Alaska is a geographical outpost of 
of the United States in the Pacific which 
should be made a more effective part of our 
defense system. In World War II Alaska was 
the only part of North America invaded by 
Japanese forces. 

Ninth, there is no remotest question of the 
loyalty of the people of Alaska. A report by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation in 1951 
said there were only 10 Communists in the 
entire territory. The likelihood is that the 
number is smaller now. 

Tenth, admission of Alaska will show the 
world that the pioneering spirit which made 
this country great is not dead. It will demon- 
strate that we have not grown old and tired, 
but. that on the contrary we are ready and 
willing to carry on vigorously along frontiers. 

To these 10 reasons for admitting Alaska it 
would be easy to add others—as for example, 
with Alaska admitted the way will be open to 
exhibit the same justice and fairness to Ha- 
waii. Surely these 10 are enough when the 
chief arguments on the other side are little 
more than inertia, local pride or prejudice. 

Pass the Alaska bill. 

Make this session of Congress historic. 

Infuse new blood into the Union. 


New Interest in Withholding 

Gov. Blair is taking an active interest these 
days in studies on withholding of the state 
income tax. If this interest grows into active 
leadership of a campaign to obtain the neces- 
sary legislation next January, the State Treas- 
ury will be better off and the public interest 
well served. 

The Governor sat in on a conference in the 
office of his revenue director, Milton Carpen- 
ter. Attending were attorneys, tax experts 
and accountants from St. Louis and Kansas 
City. One of the results of that meeting is a 
plan to revise the income tax return forms. 

But for any substantial improvement in 
collections, withholding is essential. Mr. Car- 
penter estimates collections would rise by 
$4,000,000 to $6,000,000 a year. Most of the 
lawyers and tax experts who attended the 
conference thought this would be a good 
thing. So it would—especially in a situation 
such as Missouri is likely to face next year 
when the Governor may have to ask for tax 
increases to cover the rising cost of state 
government. 

Withholding statutes are on the books of 
10 states. Their experience Shows without 
question that this method increases revenues 
and reduces evasions, and that its pay-as-you- 
go principle eases what for many taxpayers is 
an onerous load. Gov. Blair will be in a far 
better position to talk tax increases in 1959 
if he can show he is collecting all he can from 
existing sources. And so far as the income tax 
is concerned he can’t make any such showing 
without withholding. 


Can 85 Senators Be Blocked? 


Senator Gore has warned Congress that a 
multi-million-dollar slush fund will be used 
in this year’s pre-election campaigning. In 
view of his investigation of 1956 campaign 
expenditures, the Tennessee Senator is just 
about the best qualified prophet in this field. 


What is more regrettable, in a way, than 


the inordinate use of money in next fall’s 
campaign is that Congress might have cor 
trolled it. Senator Gore reminded his cok 


leagues that 85 of the 96 of them had joined , 


him as co-sponsors of a campaign reform bill 
after his disclosures. Yet there has been no 
action on this bill. 

It was a reasonable measure, increasing 
campaign fund -ceilings in aceord with the 
cost of modern campaigning. But it also re- 
quired publicity and responsibility for cam- 
paign contributions. Like a similar measure 
offered earlier by Senator Hennings of Mis- 
souri, it would have closed the worst of the 
loopholes by which politicians avoid disclosure 
of the nature and amount of their support. 

There is no reasonable argument against 
such legislation. Any democracy which would 
avoid the corruption of its electoral system 
needs such curbs on the high cost of winning 
public office. But what is to be said when 
85 of 96 Senators cannot get action on a bill 
they sponsor? Surely they do not stand im- 
potent before 11 of their associates, even if 
some of the 1f occupy key positions in the 
legislative machinery. 

The failure of Congress this year—and in 
all the years before this one—is a collective 
failure. The only possible conclusion is that 
many of the 85 sponsors of the Gore bill are 
insincere, unwilling to change a system in 
which too much money comes from those 
seeking privileges, favors or contracts. They 
might change their attitude if more voters 
made this one of the key issues in judging a 
man’s fitness to serve in Congress.

For a Stronger Defense Bill 


If the national defense establishment is to 
have the reorganization that it so urgently 
needs, the watered-down compromise bill 
written by the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee must be strengthened on the floor. 

Although the hostile committee acted more 
speedily and made fewer changes than had 
een.expected, it did make two major modi- 
fications that could have serious crippling 
effects. President Eisenhower and Secretary 
of Defense McElroy say they hope these two 
changes will be removed when the bill is de- 
bated on the House floor. 

It is not enough that the committee, headed 
by Representative Vinson, did approve sev- 
eral important proposals. There was nothing 
controversial about the proposal to establish 
a new director of research and engineering 
to centralize such activities in the Pentagon 
where they belong. There was no good rea- 
som to refuse to clarify the Defense Secre- 
tary’s power to make controversial decisions 
about which services shall be assigned new 
weapons, ~ 3 

But it was a completely unreasonable con- 
tention that caused the major trouble—that 
the centralization of authority sought in the 
Administration bill might lead to a concen- 
tration of power dangerous to democratic 
government. Despite’ the preponderance of 
testimony against the argument, the amend- 
ments were made. ke

Here the proponents draw an analogy 
to search and seizure, permitted by 
the Fourth Amendment. But, wire 
tapping is quite different. A writ 
for a search and seizure must par- 
ticularly describe “the place to be 
searched, and the persons or things 
to be seized,” How does a wire tap- 
per know what persons will be using 
the telephone lines, either at the 
place tapped or on the other end 
of the line? Can he describe with 
particularity the messages which he 
seeks authorization to hear? Is not 
the warrant for the wire tap more 
like a writ of assistance so odious to 
the founders of our country? 

Wire tapping lacks such specificity, 
and therein lies part of its dangers. 
In yr § cases, only the communica- 
tions of the despicable will be over- 
heard. But in a few the conversa- 
tions of the ethical will be listened 
to,—innocent, but intimate; innoc- 
uous, but intriguing bits of conver- 
sation which every American ex-

AN AFTERNOON IN MARCH, by 
nay Molloy, (Doubleday, 279 pgs., 
95.) 


The hackneyed expression. that 
truth is stranger than fiction is by 
no means an inaccurate statement. 
Proof of this is Robert Molloy’s “An 
Afternoon in March,” a work of fic- 
tion based on a notable southern 
murder case which provides interest- 
ing reading of a strange and dra- 
matic event. 

Mr. Molloy tells the story in the 
present tense by recalling what had 
taken place in 1890. He has created 
some characters and _ substituted 
names of others concerned, stating 
in his introductory note that the in- 
terpretation of the motives of he 
people in the book and explanation 
of the verdict were his own since 
not much is remembered about the 
facts surrounding the case.

Don’t Fight Insomnia 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: What's good for insomnia? 
Sincerely, Mr. M. B. 

ANSWER: The proper definition is important. Just 
what do you mean by insomnia? Do you fight sleep every 
night? And how do you fight it? Do you get to sleep 
easily and wake up too early? Or do you grit your teeth 
from the time you get into bed—hoping that the elusive 
“temporary unconciousness” will soon come—only to fall 
asleep in the early morning hours; exhausted and unpre- 
pared for another day’s work? 

The true insomniac has battled wakefulness for most 
of his life. The patient who has lately “been getting that 
way” looks with horror on a future filled with sleepless 
nights. 


In reply to your request, Mr. M. B., “What's 
good for insomnia?” I wish I had a pat answer. 
Many’s the night I have fought against the nag- 
ging enemy: Wakefulness. Some doctors are 
able to make a night call at 1 a.m., return at 2 
a.m. and be asleep the moment their head “hits the 
pillow.” Not IL. I'd thrash around all night, trying 
all kinds of “tricks” to woo sleep: warm milk; an 
“J don’t care if I don’t sleep attitude”; counting 
sheep (and looking for the black one as they 
jumped over the fence), etc. I'd get up in the 
morning, worn out, wondering how I could do 
justice to an office filled with sick people. 


Nevertheless, as the years went on, I at last found 
that with insomnia it is best to heed the slogan: “If you 
can't lick ‘em, join ‘em.” 

The harder you fight against insomnia, the less chance 
you have of overcoming it. Therefore, if you have tried 
“everything,” better surrender. In doing so you may find 
that insomnia is not the relentless, unyielding opponent. 

There is no “blanket cure” for insomnia, Mr. M. B. It 


- is an intensely persanal problem. Let me quote how Samuel 


* Johnson managed it: 


“A man so afflicted must divert dis- 
tressing thoughts, and not combat with them. To attempt 
to think them down is madness. 

“He should have a lamp constantly burning in his bed 


. chamber during the night, and if wakeful or disturbed, take 


- a book and read, and compose himself to rest. To have the 


management of the mind is a great art, and it may be at- 
tained in a considerable degree by experience and habitual 
exercise.” 

And here is a quotation from William Feather: “Bob 
Davis wrote that one night 30 years ago he was unable to 
sleep. Rising he looked in the mirror and noticed that he

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ang's Early Bid for East Side Labor Control 


How AFL Leader Was Murdered After Rejecting Shelton Bribe Offer in 1932; Parallels Today 


This is the second of two 
articles dealing with gang- 
ster infiltration of labor 
unions.

THREE MEN armed with 
pistols stood near an automo- 
bile parked at Collinsville and 
Summit avenues, East St. Louis. 
They were guarding Oliver Al- 
den Moore, president of the 
East St. Louis Central Trades 
and Labor Union, who sat in 
the front seat. Moore was 
talking as this reporter, seated 
in the back of the car, took 
notes. , It was late in the after- 
noon of Aug. 10, 1932. 


The labor boss was nervous 
and apprehensive. He was dis- 
closing the full story of a bold 
effort by gang boss Carl Shel- 
ton to become boss of the labor 
movement in East St. Louis. 
Moore revealed he had refused 
to step aside as business agent 
of the AFL Boilermakers’ Un- 
ion and let Shelton “take over.” 
Shelton had threatened him 
with death. 

The five men who kept the 
rendezvous that hot August day 
were unaware they were play- 
ing out the next-to-last scene 
in one of the bitterest labor 
disputes that ever erupted in 
the St. Louis area. It had start- 
ed 21 months before between 
East St, Louis unions and con- 
tractors building a pipeline 
terminal for Phillips Petroleum 
Co. at Monsanto. It would be 
over the next day. 

This reporter, then in his 
first year on the Post-Dispatch 
news staff, arranged the inter- 
view to get to the bottom of 
rumors that Shelton had im- 
ported several carloads of 
gunmen from Peoria, Ill, to 
kill Ollie Moore, leader of 
the labor forces in the Phil- 
lips dispute. 

St. Clair county deputy sher- 
iffs reported several weeks be- 
fore that members of the Shel- 
ton gang had dealt themselves 
in the controversy. They were 
acting as guards at the Phil- 
lips plant, the deputies said. 


Guns, dynamite, clubs and 
fists had been used in the dis- 
pute. Phillips had lost heavily 
in property and many employ- 
es had been injured. It was 
bad before the Shelton gang 
elected to take a hand. When 
Carl Shelton entered the pic- 
ture, murder was inevitable. 
Carl had the softest tongue 
and the bloodiest hands of any 
gangster who ever operated on 
the East Side. 

Shelton already had influ- 
ence in some unions. He found 
the .association profitable for 
himself as he turned from the 
dying bootlegging business to 
other rackets. 


His pioneer efforts in in- 
filtrating imto labor were 
later copied by other gang- 
sters. Modern hoodlums, like 
Frank (Buster) Wortman and 
James (Jimmie) Michaels, 
call themselves “labor rela- 
tions counselors.” They op- 
erate more subtly than did 
Shelton. 


On that tenth day of August, 
1932, Oliver Alden Moore 
flinched every time another au- 
tomobile passed. Once the re- 
porter looked up from his notes 
and could see no one in the 
front seat. Raising up, he saw 
Moore hunched down against 
the dashboard. 

“Didn't you see that car go 
by?” asked the obviously 
frightened Moore. “That was 
one of theirs. They've been 
driving past me all day long. 
I think they’ re pointing me out 
to somebody.” 

The interview continued as 
some of Moore’s nervousness 
was transmitted to the report- 
er. This is what Moore said 
in response to questioning: 

“Sure, I've been threatened. 
The Shelton gang hasn't been 
making money out of bootleg- 
ging lately. They’re trying to 
make a racket out of labor in 
East St. Louis. 

“I was offered $30,000 by 
the Shelton gang if I'd move 
out of the labor movement. I 
turned it down. 

“Word has reached me that 
the Shelton gang is out to get 
me, that they’ve imported six 
carloads of red-hots from Pe- 
oria to bump me off. Well, 
let them try it. They can’t 
intimidate East St. Louis labor. 

“This isn’t an ordinary labor 
dispute. It’s a four-way fight, 
involving tactics of the Phil- 
lips Petroleum Co.; 
the Sheltons to control labor 
and East Side law enforcement

ployment at Phillips. The un- 
ion had been rebuffed, he said. 


The interview came to an 
end. The reporter shook 
hands with Moore, bade 
goodby to his three guards, 
and departed. Forty-five min-. 
utes later Moore was dead. 


Moore was standing in 
front of union headquarters 
at 506 St. Louis avenue when 
it happened. Twenty-seven 
machine-gun slugs tore into 
his body as he turned to walk 
away from a group of as- 
sociates. 


Two companions were wound- 
ed. Those who looked up in 
time said the murderous fusil- 
lade came from a dark sedan 
that sped by in second gear. 
The car was gone before any 
one could catch a glimpse of 
the occupants. 

Later a veteran East St. Lou- 
is detective examined Moore's 
fatal wounds with a profession- 
al eye. He noted the close 
grouping of the bullet holes. 

“Only one man around here 
could hold a tommy-gun that 
steady from a moving automo- 
bile,” he observed. “This was 
a Blackie Armes job.” 

Officials of the oil refining 
company, shocked at the death 
of Moore, came forward next 
day and expressed their deep- 
est regrets. 

The lesson of the Ollie Moore 
case is one all.legitimate busi- 
ness men should have learned 
by now. It is: You cannot do 
business with a _ professional 
gangster without sharing his 
reputation. If he has blood on 
his hands some of it may come 
off on you. 

Yet men still go to the local 
rackets boss when they want 
favors that he has the power 
to give. These may be po- 
litical or may involve influence 
with a labor leader who is dom- 
inated by the rackets boss. 

There is the case of the con- 
tractor building a natural gas 
pipeline into East St. Louis 
shortly after World War II. 
He is reported to have called 
The Paddock, Wortman’s East 
St. Louis tavern headquarters, 
when he wanted to replace a 
crew of non-working laborers. 
He got results, it is said, but 
at tremendous risk. 

Wortman may operate more 
quietly than Shelton, but he 
has blood on his hands, a He 
shot his way to the to 

Back in 1932 the building of 
the Phillips pipeline and term- 
inal—a $15,000,000 project— 
was a colossal headache for the 
company, its workmen, warring 
labor unions and the entire St. 
Louis metropolitan community. 
The aftertaste was bitter and 
lasted for years. 

The first violent outbreak oc- 
curred Nov. 14, 1930 when 75 
unidentified men beat four car- 

ters and drove 20 others 
the terminal site where 
company houses were under

Phillips establishment 
armed men patroled 
grounds 24 hours a day. 

It took force to push the 
pipeline through St. Louis 
county. Stubborn farmers, re- 
fusing to recognize court or- 
ders authorizing easements 
through their properties, re- 
pelled pipeline workers with 
shotguns. Deputy sheriffs had 
to enforce the court orders at 
gun point. 

Laborers were ferried across 
the Mississippi river from St. 


the 


Louis to the terminal. On 
March 15, 1931, about 100 
armed men ambushed these 


workmen and their six guards 
on Hog Haven Farm road, near 
the river. A pitched battle en- 
sued. Hundreds of rounds were 
fired and four guards were 
wounded. 

A week later filling stations 
built by Phillips a short time 
before at Tenth and State 
streets and Fifteenth street and 
Missouri avenue in East St. 
Louis were razed by dyna- 
mite blasts. A 13-year-old gir] 
was cut by flying glass. 


The East St. Louis City 
Council passed resolutions and 
the Chamber of Commerce 
posted a $2000 reward, but no- 
body took the resolutions seri- 
ously or tried to collect the re- 
ward. The Phillips Co., using 
steel prefabricated by an open- 
shop Chicago contractor, fin- 
ished its storage tanks. The 
plant was opened Aug. 6, 1931 
—a year before Moore's death. 


There was another outbreak 
of violence on July 25, 1932. 
Five hundred men, many armed, 
turned back a Phillips tank 
truck as it attempted to enter 
East St. Louis at Eighth street 
and Piggott avenue. The inci- 
dent was repeated at the same 
intersection the next day and a 
driver was seriously beaten. 


The new trouble was blamed 
on the alleged use of imported 
painters on the storage tanks. 
East St. Louis painters had in- 
sisted the work be done by 
hand. Phillips was determined 
sprayers would be used. The 
local union, too late, agreed to 
sprayers. The work already had 
started. 

Mayor Frank Doyle, anxious 
to put an end to further vio- 
lence in East St. Louis, di- 
rected Chief of Police James J. 
Leahy to station 27 officers— 
about half the force—at Eighth 
and Piggott. They worked 12- 
hour shifts. Later 25 special 
policemen were to be appoint- 
ed to handle other law enforce- 
ment work. 

Leahy carried out the May- 

or’s order all right, but he 
placed a strange restriction on 
the officers who were to main- 
tain order at Eighth and Pig- 
gott. They were not to leave 
the spot for any reason. 
. Several hundred rough-look- 
ing unionists continued to in- 
timidate Phillips truck drivers 
under watchful police eyes. As 
soon as the trucks passed about 
eight sluggers would rush to 
parked automobiles and give 
chase. The police, true to their 
orders, did not budge. 


and | 


It was a busy two weeks for 
newspaper reporters covering 
the story. They lounged about 
Eighth and Piggott with the 
policemen and laborers. When 
the sluggers drove away in 
pursuit of a gasoline truck the 
reporters headed for St. Mary's 


Hospital. They usually ar- 
rived in time to meet an am- 
bulance carrying the truck 
driver and report the story of 
his beating. 

About 12 drivers were 
slugged in this fashion. . The 


police never stirred. Their or- 
ders were not changed. 

The tedious watching and 
waiting for action was relieved 
occasionally by visits to nearby 
speakeasies. There were 18 of 
these illegal saloons within a 


stone's throw of the fateful 
corner. They added to the ex- 
citement. 

Occasionally the reporters 
gathered with a few of the of- 
ficers in a beer joint hidden 
away behind a confectionery 
in a ramshackle frame build- 
ing. Home brew was quaffed 
and songs sung as a burly po- 
lice sergeant banged out rythms 
on a battered piano. It made 
the proprietor nervous, all the 
noise. 

One day, near the end of 
the assignments, the same ser- 
geant tried to get in another 
speakeasy located in a frame 
residence. He found the front 
door nailed shut. A ferocious 
bulldog was chained on the 
porch beside the back door. 
The sergeant tapped on a side 


window to attract the propri- 
etor’s attention. 
The bootlegger cautiously 


raised the window a few inches. 

“IT have closed until all these 
police get away from here,” he 
said. “One patrolman was in 
here 21 times this morning. If 


this keeps up I'll go out of 
business.” 
The rumors that Carl and 


Bernie Shelton and members 
of their gang were employed 
by the company as guards 
cropped up about the time the 
first truck driver was slugged 
Deputy sheriffs encountered 
some of the hoodlums while 
patroling highways in the area. 
Gangsters were observed in- 
side the company gates. The 
gangsters did not guard the oil 
trucks, however. 

Carl Shelton was arrested 
one day riding in an automo- 
bile with a company guard. 
Two .45 caliber pistols were on 
the floor. . Monroe (Blackie) 
Armes, the expert gunner from 
Herrin, Ill., was caught carry- 
ing a new type of machine 
gun-pistol. He explained he 
was “going squirrel hunting.” 

William (Bad-Eye) Smith, an- 
other Sheltonite, taunted boil- 
ermakers near the union head- 
quarters on St. Louis avenue. 


He held out his hat to them | 


who but 


as he walked by, inviting them 
to fight. 
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Shelton’s successor, he is the 
subject of the most intensive 
investigation ever made by 
Treasury agents in the St. 
Louis area. 


The Post-Dispatch broke the 
story of Shelton’s bribe offer 
and threat to Moore the 
day after the killing. Labor 
mourned its dead leader as a 
martyr. He was rated a tough 
but honest man by those who 
knew him. An elaborate funer- 
el was held. Hundreds marched 
in the funeral procession be- 
hind the flower-draped casket, 
walking with slow, measured 
tread. 

Leo Quick, Moore’s erratic, 
power-hungry successor, parked 
the the dead man’s bullet- 
marked automobile at Eighth 
and Piggott. On it he placed 
a sign telling of the assassina- 
tion and blaming the Sheltons. 


Motorists passing by were 
stopped and shown the mes- 
Sage. 


Chief of Police Leahy, an 
abrupt man when he wanted to 
be, stopped the drama after a 
few hours. Quick moved the 
car into a garage when Leahy 
threatened him with arrest. 


Quick, who became a hated 
tyrant in the labor move- 
ment, was himself the vic- 
tim of assassins a few years 
later. Carl and Bernie Shel- 
ton and Blackie Armes lived 
into the 1940s. Then they, 
too, were shot to death by 
unknown killers. 

The day after publication 
of the exclusive Moore inter- 
view two Post-Dispatch re- 
porters dropped in to see 
Chief Leahy at the East St. 
Louis police station. They 
inquired if Carl Shelton had 
been picked up in view of 
his threat to Moore’s life. 

“I called Carl,” Leahy re- 
plied. “Carl said he didn’t 
do it.”
